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TO PLAY AT REVOLUTION

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You have to remember that the people who went to 
Chicago were not the 100, 000 expected for a Yippie 
"Festival of Life’ because when the word came 
down a few weeks ago that Daley's preparations for 
Chicago's quests included 35, 000 troops, 8, 000 
pounds of mace, sharpshooters with long-range rifles 
to be stationed on the rooftops, a new kind of "crowd 
dispersal" jeep equipped with a wall of steel wiring 
for ramming into masses of human flesh, and several 
sophisticated tear-gas dispensary vehicles, it be- 
came obvious that a Festival of Life,there would not 
be. It became obvious that if you went to Chicago 
you went with the realization that you were illegal 
the minute you entered the city. Prohibted from 
staying in the parks, from marching in large groups 
anywhere in the city, or assembling with your friends 
except in restricted areas, you went to Chicago 
realizing Chicago did not intend for you to state your 
case, have your way. make your noise, withaut a 
fight. Therefore, the failure of 90,000 of the pro- 

jected 100, 000 to appear is more than understand- 
able. Those who showed assumed the role of crim- 
inal trespasser, and to do this one must be motiva- 
ted by more than mere interest or political opinion, 
It was clear in the days before Chicago that peace- 
ful anti-war demonstrations would not be the pro- 
gram for the week. People with political beliefs and 
political ideals for the most part stayed home, and 
those who came did not come to address themselves 
to the Democratic Party - an irrelevance in the ir- 
relevant sphere of electoral politics - but to throw 
themselves against America' shuge and fatty self- 
satisfaction and see how the animal would react. 

( The difference between social and political rev- 
olution is that social revolution has no stateable 
ideas and therefore admits of no compromise. ) 


AND THUS WE BEGIN 


Sunday afternoon. Lincoln Park: held several 
implications of the days to come, though nothing much 
was happening. A few hundred people sat aroundy : 
passing heady literature - Workers World, Move- 
ment, PL Newsletter - and setting up a free store. 
And there was a softball game. But meanwhile, a 
first aid center was being established, and at a short 
distance from t@e crowd, marshalls received train- 
ing in self-defense and crowd defense. The umpires 
in the softball game joked with the police, advising 
them to get themselves chest protectors, too. At 
this time, we had little idea of how the week would 
turnout, and we viewed the fact of our own presence 
with a’certain amount of amusement. That there 
would be confrontations with the police was fairly 
evident: - Daley's belligerence coupled with our own 
dissatisfaction with the more acceptable forms of 
political protest made confrontation inevitible - but 


the form of the coni:v..aion, and its intensity, and 
its duration. and its outcome, were still merely 


matters of speculation. 

Abbie Hoffman, in the park, in the afternoon, be- 
fore anything has happened, responding to the mas- 
sive paranoid military and police build-up: ''The 
Yippies have brought in an expert from Paris who 
set up a laboratory in Chicago to make bakery goods. . 
brownies and stuff like that....andum, if you're not 
a head, don't eat brownies this week..." 

Lincoln Park is separated from the downtown 
hotels ( where convention delegates stayed ) by about 
forty blocks, a bridge, and one of America's seed- 
fest nite-club districts. Having examined the re- 
laxation in the park, we made the necessary trans- 
formations and went to see how the Conrad Hilton 
was doing. Their loins were girded:

At this point, Hubert Humphrey passes through 


the lobby amid the jeers of the assemblage. His 
warm pudgy face puts on its show, by now a ritual, 
of hearty triumph in the midst of total rejection. 
They boo and they boo. Humphrey clasps his hands 
over his head and winks. He doesn't seem to hear 


them. 


Now a doughfaced fascist with a sign: THE DEM - 


OCRATIC PARTY IS ANTIWHITE. He is paranoid 
and consequently one of the few people capable of a 
correct understanding of America's existing poli- 
tical realities. BFP polls him: What do you think 


should be done about riots? Fascist: 'Wallace 


would stop them and let the police stop them. Every 
riot that was started in Chicago was instigated by the 


mayor and the police. They're using that to under- 
mine the people so that they can pass more laws to 


put us under a dictatorship. Anything they do here, 


they know it in advance and they let it occur. The po- 
lice are going to start a riot with those Yippies. Wait. 


They use it to increase their totalitarian power over 
the people. "' 


Stew Albert, of Mobilization, required six stitches 
in his head this afternoon after an unprovoked and 
daring daylight attack by policemen on a Lincoln Park 
Be-in. .. 

Keith Lampe, Yippie leader: 'We have to think 
about getting out of here alive. It's right down to a 
survival context. I don't think there should be any 
acting up because | think they want it. They want a 
little bit of sabotage so they can use it as a pretext 
for a big hippie pogrom. I see that it may get so bad 
that I'll be cutting my hair and sneaking out of town 
just to live and get back at them in a better context. 
It's too cheap a context to die in. . . it's a form of 
taking the Democrats too seriously." 

Sunday Night. Lincoln Park. At,nine thirty, for 
reasons still unknown to us, a detachment of police 
waded into a luxuriantly milling crowd of kids, poking 
(though at this early stage, not yet whacking) with 
their clubs, and kneeing at groins, until a large area 
around the park's locker room had been cleared. The 
park curfew did not go into effect until 11:00 and there 
had been, up to this point, no confrontations with the 
crowd. Now the police had created a semicircle out- 
ward from the wall of the house, and the crowd was 
no longer random but was now an opposing force 
whose limits were defined by the police. The police 
tactic seems to have been designed for this effect. 
The crowd was now angry and anxious and pressed 
itself against the semicircle of cops protesting the 
action. The police used the protestations as excuses 
for more clubbings and expanded their lines in short 
bursts of activity. 

A NEWSWEEK reporter on the scene (lending cre- 
dence here and there to the radical BFP reporters 
and the ir biased eyes): 


0 GET PUT DOWN 


BFP: What do you think the police are 
attacking for? 

NEWSWEEK: I don't know. I really don't 
know. I don't understand what's 
going on. Certainly it's legal to be 
in the park at nine o'clock. 

BFP: How come the cops were chasing 
your photographer? 

NW: He got a picture of them hitting 
a guy and then he tried to take 
another picture, so they chased 
him. 

BFP: Will you report it? You're here and 
you know what's going on, so do 
you think we'll see it in NEWSWEEK? 


NW: You'll see what it says. I can't tell 
you. 
BFP: Do you think they're singling out 
press people, from what you've 
seen tonight? 
NW: I think so. 
The scuffles continued, painful thuds reverberating 
through the crowd in the dark, sudden and seemingly 
purposeless rushes of people from place to place. 


Paul Krassner: Sleeping in the parks is not as impor- 
tant as our revolution. 


(The following is an interview with a medic, re- 
corded at 10:00, still an hour before our illegality 
commenced. The park was still theoretically open 
to free passage. ) 


BFP: How many injuries have there been? 

Med: I would say around 10. 

BFP: Have you seen any injuries resulting 
from Mace or gas? 

Med: Yes, Mace has definitely been used 
in several instances. 

BFP: In this park tonight? 

Med: In this park tonight I have treated 
three people and sent many more 
into the infirmary. If you count 
Mace as an injury there would be a 
lot more. 


It is interesting that at this time (10:00) we were 
still not aware of the lengths to which the police in- 


tended to go in order to make its hard-nose policy 
manifest. The massive beatings and pistol whippings 
of the next few days were not yet anticipated. The 
crowd decided the cops were a little edgy and opted to 


ignore them. The crowd flowed like disinterested 
bathwater to a spot elsewhere in the park where some 
black people were banging war drums. Realize that 
Krassner was, at this time, still able to hypothesize 
that the cops might allow us to stay in the park since 
there were thousands of us, and the idea of trouble is 
still handled with a certain skepticism. At eleven, 
black people with VC flags led a contingency of people 
from the edge to the center of the park yelling STAY 
STAY. About half the crowd did stay, while the other 
half, changing its chant from THE PARKS BELONG 
TO THE PEOPLE to THE STREETS BELONG TO THE 
PEOPLE, marched into the street behind another VC 
flag. 
. The Streets belong to the people. . . 

we are now heading for the streets. . . 

the park belongs to the people. . . the 

street belongs to the people. . . those are 

the chants as the hour approaches ll. . 

we're now heading for the streets, we're 

walking toward the streets. . . we're 

out of the park now. . . into the streets. . . 

no sign of police at the moment. . . we're 

running across the street now. . . we don't 

know what direction we're headed in. here 

we are. . . we're walking down. . . we're 

running now. . . we're running through the 

streets. . . here we go. . . there are many 

of us, a contingent. . . five or six hundred 

maybe a thousand. . .'cops eat shit'. . . 

we're turning down north ave. . . we're 

in the middle of the street. . . we have 

the street completely controlled. . . there 

are cops at the end of this street now. . . 

we're changing tactics. we're going a 

different way now, a different direction. . . 

they can only close off one block at a 

time. . . here we come. . . there'sa 

whole line of police after us. . . people 

are running very very fast to get out of 

the way. . . a man who was carrying a 


viet cong flag is on the ground . . i 
(Continued on page 15) 
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in collective bargaining. This exclusion has 
kept them on the bottom rung of the socio- 
economic ladder, and it has rendered them 
politically voiceless. 

Second, they are far removed from the 


scene of contemporary life, which is predom- 
inantly urban, and therefore do not attract the 
attention of artists, writers, and social critics. 
No one sees the migrant farm worker. He 
travels and works behind the sets, like a stage 
hand, And even in the rural areas where he 
works the migrant is a pariah: rejected by the 
community and shunted off to an isolated shanty 
village. 

The reader of this article would not have to 
go to the San Joaquin Valley of California, the 
setting of The Grapes of Wrath, to see for 
himself that the living and working conditions 


= of the migrant have not changed appreciably in

Recently a commentator on a news program 
spotlighted some of the campaign gimmicks 
Richard Nixon has borrowed from other politi- 
cal figures, The gimmick that was scrutinized 
most closely was Nixon's catch-phrase slogan 
that he is for, that he represents, the Forgat- 
ten American, The commentator made it clear 
that when the man who first used the term, 
Franklin Roosevelt, referred to the Forgotten 
American, he meant the laborers who had suf- 
fered so greatly during the Depression, where- 
as Nixon refers to no one in particular. Rather, 
in a clever psychological ploy, he throws this 
identity tag out to those of the vast and anony- 
mous middle class who feel inadequate and 
neglected, 


One criticism ot.this tactic is that it is 
Madison Avenue, that Nixon's slogan is not 
a promise but a soft sell. Another, and at least 
equally important criticism is that in its de lib- 
erate vagueness the slogan conceals the fact 
that there are indeed some very real torgotten 
Americans. 

The real Forgotten Americans are a part of 
that same group which Roosevelt identified 
and championed some thirty years ago. They 
are, in fact, the segment of that group of 
laboring men who were excluded from the 
essential legislation of the New Deal. They 
are the agricultural employees, and espec- 
ially the migrant farm hands, of America. 
These are the ones who have been forgotten. 
Most of them are not much better off now- 
indeed, relative to the present standard of 
living they are worse off- then they were in 
1989 when The Grapes of Wrath was published. 

Why have the farm workers, the harvesters 
of crops, become the Forgotten Americans? - 
There are two answers to this question. 

First, they have been severely disadvantaged 
since they were excluded from the Wagner Act, 
or the National Labor Relations Act, of 1935, 
which gave to employees of all other large in- 
dustries the right to form unions and engage 


thirty years. As Maryland is America in Min- 
iature, so this state has its small-scale migrant 
population. The agricultural workers of Mary- 
land are representative because their plight is 
as dire here as it is elsewhere. 

Two recent visitors to migrant camps in 
Maryland (which you don't see on your way to 
Ocean City or Deep Creek Lake, because that 
sort of thing isn't put out with the rest of the wash) 
were Constance Hurney Stapleton of the Catholic 
Review and Andrew Imutan, a vice president 
of the United Farm Worker's Organizing Com- 
mittee (UFWOC), AFL-CIO. 

Mrs. Stapleton viewed camps in Washington 
and Frederick counties. The beginning of her 
article in the September 6 edition of the Catholic 
Review graphically describes the remoteness 
and squalid drabness of the camps: 

"Go north from the center of Thurmont, under 
the railroad bridge, turn left on the paved ceme- 
tery road, After crossing the tracks, turn right 
at the old cannery, go down that road and ypu'll 
find it. 

‘The rutty, dusty trail nearly stumbles into 
the staggering once-green shacks. Weather- 
stripping of Kool cartons furnishes the only 
relief from the monochromatic gloom. Make- 
shift benches of plank-straddled cement blocks 
sit outside in a hesitant welcome. " 

Mr. Imutan, whois in Baltfmore organizing 
a boycott of California table grapes (more of 
this presently), visited (migrant camps in Dor- 
chester County on the Eastern Shore. I asked 
him how they compared with ones he had seen 
in other parts of the country. 

"Some are just as bad, and others are worse 
than any I have seen, '' he said. Then he added 
with an ironic smile, ‘What do you call this- 
The Land of Pleasant Living?" 


Both Mrs. Stapleton and Andy Imutan were 
struck particularly by the plight of the children 
of migrant families. Since most of the adults 
spend their entire day in the fields, the child- 
ren are left alone in the squalid camps, with 
older children responsible for taking care of

younger ones, Their playground is usually a 
dump, where they amuse themselves with dis- 
carded automobile tires, cardboard boxes, and 
tin cans. Even when school is in session these 
children rarely attend. Once they reach the age 
of thirteen or fourteen they graduate premature 
ly into the adult world, as they are not protec- 
ted by child labor laws and have little choice 
other than to take their place working beside 
their parents. 

The advance guard of those who, if anyone, 
will help to restore the rightful balance of 
bargaining and political power to the agricul- 
tural employees of America is represented 
here by Andy Imutan. His immediate concern 
is with the three year old Delano grape pickers 
strike in California. His organization (UFWOC, 
AFL-CIO-whose president is Cesar Chavez) 
nopes to force the grape growers to the bar- 
gaining table by instituting a nation wide boy- 
cott of California table grapes. But along with 
this concern goes the long-range goal of organ- 
izing all farm workers. Therefore what is 
happening in California with the strike and in 
other cities with the boycott will affect farm 
workers in Maryland counties and Merchants 
in the Baltimore metropolitan area. 

To go out on a strike is a gruelling ordeal, 
involving deprivations and serious personal 
risks. Imutan, who was one of the strike lead- 
ers, and who has been a worker in the fields 
himself, told me that his original organization 
had only $75 in the treasury when the strike 
vote was taken. 'We went ahead, though, "' he 
explained, "because if we had waited another 
year or two we still would have had only $75." 
The strike has gone on now for three years, 
and the growers have resorted to scab labor 
and violence to break it. Pickets have been 
sprayed in the face with sulphur and run down 
by trucks and cars. One picket, Manuel Rivera, 
was run over, and when he got out of the hos- 
pital a year later he was arrested for obstruct- 
ing traffic. 

What is it then about the working and living 
conditions of the migrant grape harvester that 
forced him to take the desperate and dangerous 
step of striking against such odds? 

There are numerous answers to this ques- 
tion, but the answers can be grouped under 
four general headings: 

(1) LOW WAGES, The migrant's earnings 
are minimal, so that his yearly income is far 
below the poverty line. A clear statement of 
the wage predicament is given in an AFL-CIO 
publication: 

'In 1967, the average farm wage climbed 
to $L. 33 hourly. All other manufact uring pro- 
duction workers averaged over twice as much: 
$2. 83, Construction workers averaged $4. 09. 
Add to these low hourly wages the plague of 
intermittent work, The average migrant only 
finds 82 days of farm work a year and supple- 
ments his meager income with other low-paid 


work, "' 


ALL POWER TO THE PEOPLE 
BLACK POWER TO BLACK PEOPLE 


(Bobby Seale is Chairman of the Black Panther .Par- 
ty. The following interview was taped on August 7 by 
Peace and Freedom News Editor Andy Truskier. LNS) 


PANTHERS ORGANIZE AROUND THE COUNTRY 


AT: First, could you describe the national organ- 
izing now being done by the Black Panther Party. How 
many cities have functioning groups and what is their 
level of organization? 

BS: The Black Panther Party is now established 
in San Diego and L, A, --those two cities are part of 
the southern California branch and the central staff 
in southern California is responsible for establishing 
other local organizations in the area. We now have a 
branch in Washington state. We established a Black 
Panther Party three and a half months ago in New 
York City. These are functioning organizations, 

This morning I received a telephone call from Wis- 
consin and learned that a delegation of five men is 
coming out to receive information from the central 
headquarters so they can establish a Black Panther 
Party back there: We have people coming from all 
over the country: Denver, Colorado; Houston, Texas; 
Mobile, Alabama; Atlanta, Georgia; Washington, D. C; 
and Detroit. And the way we function, we don't just 
appoint anyone a captain or head of the party inacity. 
We tell them to do the necessary political work of or- 
ganizing the chapter there. Then after their work is 
done, they receive the position of captain or another 
position of rank that symbolizes the work that has 
been done. 

The functioning of the Black Panther Party around 
the country i8 very political. in New York, there are 
two congressional candidates, In L.A., there are 
candidates supported by the BPP. Kenny Denman is 
a BPP candidate in San Diego. : 

AT: You have had some exchange of leadership be- 
tween the New York and Oakland Panthers to try to 
bring the groups closer togehter. How was that 


worked? 
BS: Three months ago, one brother who was work- 


ing in the Party here wound up in New York. Working 
with James Forman, he put together a Black Panther 
organization with some twelve officers and twelve 
hundred members, (There are more members now, 
but we have stopped mentioning the number. ) 

This exchange of leadership is very useful. I 
went up to Seattle for a few days, and they sent some 
brothers here. We have had some exchange with the 
brothers in L.A. Just recently some brothers in 
Detroit who wanted a BPP came out here for over a 
month and learned what it means to have political or- 
ganization, as well as to pick up the gun. A lot of 
guys pick up the gun from what we call the purely 
militaristic point of view. And this is very incorrect, 


because they turn out to be just a gang on the streets, 
and not a political party that is responsible to the peo- 
ple. Gangs have a tendency to jump on anybody indis- 
criminately, including their own people. The Party 


doesn't function like this. By coming here, they can 
learn better the meaning of the gun. 
aT: Eldridge Cleaver, already the Peace & Free- 
dom candidate in California and New York, appears 
likely to become the national Peace and Freedom can- 
didate at the nominating convention next week. How 
does this campaign relate to the national organizing 
of the. Black Panther Party? 
BS: We think this campaign is very important. We 
realize that our convention will not get the publicity 
that the mass media give the Democratic and Repub- 
lican conventions, or that they will probably give the 
racists' convention where George Wallace will be 
nominated, But the campaign for Eldridge Cleaver 
will be an important tool. 

We are going to be able to give black people 
an alternative. We are saying that we are ready to 


put forth a real revolutionary--a man who is going to 
stick up for the people, a man who has suffered inthe 
strects, who was brutalized and almost murdered by 
Oakland pigs. We think this is an important organiz- 
ing tool--to let people know that they have as a leader 
somebody other than these uncle toms or these sly, 
Slick-talking, exploiting, capitalists. 

AE: You have used the term "revolutionary poli- 
tics" to describe the Cleaver campaign. Could you 
expand on this? 

BS: Definitely. This is a way of looking at our 
working coalition with the Peace & Freedom Party. 
Revolutionary politics is the only road that the BFP 
and the BPP can take, because revolutionary politics 
is opposition to the system of racism and capitalist 
exploitation that exists now.

POLICE ATTACK PANTHERS IN SEVERAL CITIES 


AT: Tomorrow, a busload of fifty Panthers is go- 
ing to Los Angeles to attend a funeral of three black 
men killed by the police. The press and Police Chief 
Reddin claim that the three are Black Panthers, What 
is the real story behind this incident? 
BS: Two days ago we held a press conference in 
L. A. about this shootout. It was blacked out by the 
news media, We found out what happened through 
some eyewitnesses who came to the aid of the Party. 
Three brothers drove up into a service station 
on Adams, one block from Crenshaw. The pigs, who 
had been following them for two or three blocks, 
drove into the service station behind them and stopped. 
The brothers got out of the car. One brother opened 
up the hood, trying to prepare something. The other 
went back and began to unlock the trunk. Then two 
pigs got out of the car; one pulled a gun and emptied 
it into the brother's head, The other pig killed the 
second brother, who was leaning under the hood. A 
third brother, still in the car, h ad a pistol with him 
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ELDRIDGE CLEAVER 


and came out blazing and shot the two pigs. Accord- 
ing to witnesses, two other special Negro policemen, 
who had stopped there and observed the whole indi- 
dent, shot the third brother. 

The briefcases that the police say were in the 
car contained Panther literature and information. In 
fact, there were piles of leaflets in the back that the | 
brothers had been distributing in the community. This | 
is the information available to us now. We are going 
to the funeral this evening. We are honoring our i 
brothers who are freedom fighters in the black liber- 
ation struggle in America, 

AT: You also mentioned a similar incident in Seat- 
tle. Have these sorts of attacks on Panthers taken 
place in other areas where Panthers are organizing? 
BS: Yes. In one week's time, the office in New 
York has been attacked by some thirty pigs. Four _ 
brothers were arrested and one had his skull cracked. 
In Brooklyn, the brothers attempted to defend them- 
selves when pigs tried to force entry into their of- 
fice; two days later they broke into our office on Nos- 
trom Avenue. 

In Seattle, black people defended themselves 
against the cops after the cops had attacked a black 
brother there, Two cops were killed and nine wounded 
The next day, the local Panther leader was arrested 
and later bailed out without being charged with any 
murder conspiracy. The next night in L.A., cops 
surr our new office on Central Avenue, El- 
dridge Cleaver called Senator Dymally, who called 
the mayor and relayed the message from Eldridge 
that if the cops weren't removed from the BPP of- 
fice, there would be bloodshed, because the Panthers 
would defend themselves. The mayor pulled the cops | 
off. But three or four days later, our three brothers 
were shot down in the L.A. streets. 


HUEY NEWTON'S CASE BROUGHT TO U.N. 


ADs On your last trip to New York, you began the 
process of taking the ca se of Black America to the 

United Nations. We raised the point that Huey's trial | 
is a continued form of aggression on black people al 


that Huey Newton must be tried by his peers. We 
aren't satisfied with only talking to the Cuban and | 
Tanzanian missions, both of which were very recep- | 
tive. As Eldridge has said, we won't be satisfied | 
until U Thant himself says ''Free Huey. "' 

We went there to begin to make a reality of 
Malcolm X's idea for bringing the problems of Black 
people in America to the U.N. The first step will be | 
to try to obtain the ''N. G. O.""' status in the U.N. This 
is a special orgainizational status for groups of peo- 
ple (as opposed to countries) who want to be repre- 
sented at the U.N. 


BPP MINISTRY OF HEALTH PLANS CLINIC 


AT: Could you tell us now about some of the local 
projects that you're beginning to move on here in the 
Bay Area? First of all, could you describe the Min- 
istry of Health that you're planning to set up? \ 
BS: The Ministry of Health hopefully will be a | 
free clinic for black people in the black community. | 
There is a church here in the North Oakland | 
area (I don't want to mention this church specifically) | 
that has some 15,000 square feet of extra land, And 
the church members and the pastor have decided that ' 
the Black Panther Party can use this land to produce 
something for the black community --something t hat 
will be owned by the black people and that will serve 
them, It is there that we plan to establish the clinic.

who exploits us, who robbed and murdered and killed, 
and robbed not only from us here, but all over Africa, 
to get his building. Now I hope that I can put some of 
my own drafting talents to work to help to design a 
very modern clinic that's functional for black people 
in the black community. 

This ministry of Health will serve the people 


as a free thing for black people, and hopefully other 
people will understand what the Black Panther Party 


is trying to do, and can donate their energy as well 
as funds and materials for this project. 

AT: What sort of resources are you trying to get? 
BS: The building itself, I've already estimated in 
a very general sense, will cost $500, 000--maybe 
more, This land is located about two blocks west of 
Sears Roebuck, and if I'm not mistaken we could 
still build a four-story building in the area; with may 
be a couple of floors with a few hospital beds, as 
well a8 some clinics and a small parking lot. Be- 
sides that, the medical equipment that might go in 
there might run another half-million dollars, But the 
thing is that these are the things we want the people 
to understand that the Black Panther Party is trying 
to do for the black people in the black community. 


BLACK PANTHER LIBERATION SCHOOLS OPENING 


AT: Another program we've heard about is the 
black liberation schools, What is being planried along 
those lines? 

BS: Huey talked about this before the Black Pan- 
ther Party was even established--that once we got 
the party going, got the people joining, the people 
themselves would begin to relate to point #5 about 
decent education, We have three churches now that 
Say that we can use them any time the members: 
aren't using them. We are hoping to establish for one 
month or two, what we call black liberation schools. 
Black liberation schools would not only teach black 
history, but would teach revolutionary political prin- 
ciples as well as teaching young people not to hate 
themselves, using techniques such as those some 
people may have seen in a recent TV show called"In 
Black America, " 

We feel that these things are very functional 
for youngsters and we think that anyone fifteen years 
of age on down should attend some kind of black lib- 
eration school. We don't put guns in any young man's 
hand under sixteen years of age. Anyone who's under 
sixteen has to have permission from his parents 
before he can learn how to field-strip a weapon. And 
these young men--l6, 18, 20--are, themselves, in 
political education classes. : 

We want to get‘a lot of competent people from 
some of the colleges, many of the black ones especial- 
ly, so that the young kids can see black people serving 
each other. Then they will keep the symbol] in their 
minds as they go in life--the image of them, them- 
selves, serving their own people. Until we can get 
this whole system changed, we have a lot of work 
that's going to be done by black people themselves. 

This is not a racist move, it must be understood; this 


is a very necessary move for black people to solidify 
and institutionalize the revolutionary struggle, insti- 


tutionalize the revolutionary politics that we are en- 
gaged in, 


And we think that the Peace & Freedom Party 
should support the black liberation schools, even by 
just giving money for some facilities. And they could 
get other white people to realize the necessity of 
supporting these schools, which would be, as we say, 
a working coalition. 

AT: Is there any other type of resources that would 
be useful from a group like the PFP for this project? 
For example, there are a lot of teachers in Peace & 
Freedom who could organize a PFP teachers' group 
to work on some of the local issues in the schools, 
BS: What I would like to see, in terms of the work- 
ing coalition, is for the PFP to get some teachers out 
of the white community together with a number of par- 
ents and a number of black fellows and try to show 
these teachers where they miss little points about 
black people, because we have to realize that many 
white teachers are still in the schools where black 
children are, They could understand some of the cul- 
tural history and learn some things such as the idio- 


matic expressions that black people use and that white 
people don't understand, This is one example of thou- 


sands that could be brought forth; and then in turn, 
maybe these white teachers could begin to understand 


what it is for black people to liberate themselves, 
even in the area of education. 


HUAC ON THE MAKE: 
THE CIRCUS IS COMING TO TOWN

NEW YORK, Sept. 24 (LNS) -- The HUAC 
circus is coming to town once more. And the fire- 
works should fly in Washington. 

As of tomorrow, six people will have received 
subpoenas to appear before the House Un-American 
Activities Committee on Ovtober 1. Those now set 
to appear before Amerika's anti-commie tribunal 
are Tom Hayden, Rennie Davis, Abbie Hoffman, 
Jerry Rubin, Dave Dellinger, and Robert Green- 
blatt. 

HUAC is uptight about Chicago, 

The National Emergency Civil Liberties 
Committee (NECLC), in a statement issued today, 
called the hearings an'kttempt by the Johnson 
administration to use every mechanism at its 
disposal to legitimize the action of Mayor Daley 
and the Chicago police, " 

Jerry Rubin told LNS last night that he plans 
to use the hearings as a stage for a theatrical 
assault on HUAC and as a platform to call for 
disruptive actions on election day. Two years ago, 
in August, 1966, Rubin and others then appearing 
before HUAC set a precedent for such activities by 
disrupting the hearings and refusing to take the 
tribunal seriously. Rubin appeared in the uniform 
of an American Revolutionary soldier. 

How others will react to the hearings is not 
now known. A picture of Hayden and Rubin, both 
now on the West Coast, appeared in yesterday's 
New York Times, They were shown burning their 
subpoenas, Both told the Times that they plan to 
come to Washington for the hearings, however. 

A spokesman for the NECLC suggested that the 
six will probably use different approaches. Yippies 
Rubin and Hoffman, whose approach has always _ 
been the media-bathei politics of spectacle, will 
no doubt be the most lively. 

Rubin said he plans to wear a uniform again, 
though he hasn't decided what it will be. "The 
best thing would be to come nude, and have a fuck-in 
right there in the chamber. Of course, that would 
probably mean a year in jail." si 

Whatever happens inside the HUAC chambers, 
there is likely to be much action outside. Ata press 
conference today in front of the New York offices 
of the FBI, Abbie Hoffman called for a week 
of demonstrations in Washington. Washington 
Students for a Democratic Society also called for 
a week of activitybeginning Sunday, September 29, 
with a be-in at the P Street beach and a rally 


. Tuesday night at George Washington University. 


The six and their attourneys are set to speak at that 
rally. 

Lawyers for the six will include Michael 
Kennedy and Henry di Suvero of NECLC, William 
Kunstler of the Law Center for Constitutional Rights, 
and Gerald Lefcourt of the National Lawyers Guild. 

With the exception of Greenblatt, those 
subpoenaed could have easily been predicted, 

The media create, for the movement, leaders who 
are not necessarily of our own choosing. And it 
certainly cannot be denied that some of those 
"leaders" play the press to the hilt. There is no 
question, how2ver, that all of those being called 
before HUAC played very significant roles in the 
Chicago activities and have been instrumental in the 
development of the movement in this country. But 
anyone who was in Chicago must see the absurdity 
of this effort to pick out the "commie instigators" 
and pin them with the rap. . el? 


The most prominent figures in the group are pro- 


bably Tom Hayden and Jerry Rubin, Hayden, aleng 
with Rennie Davis, was one of the founders of SDS, 
He essentially wrote the Port Huron statement in 
1962 and served as SDS president the next year. 
He started the Newark Community Union Project in 
1964, and was one of the first Americans to visit 
Vietnam, Hayden and Davis were coordinators for 
the National Mobilization's activities in Chicago. 
Rubin, a founder of Youth International Party 
(YIP), first made the limelight as a leader of the 
Free Speech Movement in Berkeley in 1964. He 
headed Berkeley's Vietnam Day Committee the next 
two years and ran for Mayor ef Berkeley in 1966. 
Abbie Hoffman worked with SNCC in the South 
for three years. He helped to i nitiate the New 
York Diggers in 1967, and the Yippies this year. 
He was criticized in radical circles for accepting a 
position on the Mayor's Youth Board (part of the 


New York urban pacification program) last year. 

Dave Dellinger is editor of Liberation mava- 
zine and chairman of the National Mobilization 
Committee, The eldest of the group, he spent time 
in jail in the 1940's for draft refusal. 

Robert Greenblatt served as Davis's assistant 
in coordinating the Chicago Mobilization office. 

He has received little publicity and is the only sur- 
prise on the list. 

The press has played up Rubin and Hayden 
as the real leaders of the movement. Hayden is 
invariably identified as the leader of SDS, although 
he no longer identifies himself with that organization 
and is often criticized by SDS members for not 
being directly responsible to any movement collect- 
ive. 

Rubin is also a freewheeler who answers to 
no constituency. Several stories in the establishment 
press have identified him as head of the Progressive 
Labor Party, an organization from which he could 
not be farther distant, 

But more interestin than the people whom it has 
singled out to credit/blame is the HUAC vehicle 
itself, 

Since its formation in 1938, HUAC has been 
used mainly as a tool for Southern racists to red-bait 
the civil rights movement, 

The best exposition is a glance at some of the 
men who have spearheaded it: 

++ Martin Dies, chairman from 1938 to 1945, 
was a racist from Texas. Under Dies, HUAC 
declared that "communism is a world-wide 
political organization advocating (among other 
things) absolute social and racial equality." 

++ JohnRankin, representative from Missis- 
sippi, was the man responsible for making HUAC 
a permanent body and was the man behind it for many 
years. He once called Walter Winchell a ''com- 
munistic little kike. " 

++ John Wood, representative from Georgia, 
an ardent segregationist, was chairman in the 
1940's and early 1950's, He once said of the KKK, 
"The Klan is an old American tradition, like illegal 
whisky selling. " : 

++ Edwin Willis, representative from Louisiana, 
chairman since 1963, led the Southern opposition 
to the Civil Rights Bill in Congress in 1964, 

++ Joe Pool, recently deceased, representative 
from Texas, recently served as temporary 
chairman, He is remembered for many jewels of 
bigotry, including a vitriolic attack on the underground 
press. 

++ Two northern chairmen included Rep. J. 
Parnell Thomas of New Jersey, who served two years 


* in jail for conspiracy to defraud the government, 


and Rep. Harold Velde of Illinois, who opposed 
mobile lidrary service in rural areas because "the 
basis of communism and socialistic influence is 
education of the people. "' 

++ Another HUAC chairman, Rep, Francis 
Walter, was involved in a project designed to show 
that black people are genetically inferior. 

Despite the fact that the function of a 
Congressional committee is to produce legislation, 
HUAC has been responsible for only one law during 
its 30 years of existence. Its single piece of 
legislation was the McCarran Act, which established 
a mechanism for labeling organizations subversive. 
HUAC has been used primarily as an instrument of 
intimidation, as an informal black-listing setup, 
particularly during the McCarthy era in the 1950's, 
And, until two years ago, when Rubin and crew 
refused to deal with it as legitimate, it seemed to 
do its job, In the past, those subpoenaed were 
bullied by the racist crew, pleading the Fifth, with 
their heads bowed, But, after the confrontation in 
August, 1966, many thought HUAC had breathed its 
last; it had been made a laughing stock (as it 
had in a confrontation with the Women Strike for 
Peace, too). 

What will happen this go 'round is anybody's 
guess. The conditions are certainly different. 

On the one hand, the movement is much more

The Oakland Seven, and the Baltimore Four, have been forgotten by many, as 
-have other conspiracy cases around the country. As each new persecution occurs, 
the victims of the last are easily forgotten. WE ARE ABANDONING OUR OWN. 
Repression is cutting deeply into the movement, its leadership and its ranks. 

Not only has it taken away valuable people, it has affected many others--leading 
_ to disillusionment, fear and acts of desperation, 


Of all political groups in the country, The Black Panther Party seems to have 
best countered the attacks against it. It has achieved national prominence and is 
expanding for far more than sensationalistic reasons, The Panthers' acts and 
ideas reflect strorig dedication, combined with leadership, organization, dis- 
cipline and program, . 

They have made the best of violent and deadly repression. They have not stop- 
ped educating and organizing. 

What about us? White mother country revolutionaries (in name only perhaps)? 
Why the paralysis, demoralization and abandonment?' 


The underlying black strategy is to unite their own people. Blackness is an 


identity. Black people have a common history of oppression. Black unity is at 
least a theoretical possibility. Uncle Toms, no matter how bad, can always 
return home, They will always be black, As Malcolm pointed out: a black pro- 
‘fessor with a Ph. D. is still a nigger to q lot of white folks. 

' The strategy of the white movement is to divide dur own people. We mbst make 
.a distinction between white oppressors and white oppressed. . 


This is critical, When we talk about defending our own, who do we mean?

‘White? "' Out of the question, "Movement"? But their is no movement. 
There are only organizations. Our realist identification of ourselves is as 
YOUNG PEOPLE IN REVOLT. But to be in revolt against America takes on 
many forms. Sometimes its pretty obvious like what has and is happening at 
Columbia and Berkely. All of us knew that the people at Columbia were 
brothers and sisters, Perhaps more important, the folks at Columbia knew 
they had brothers and sisters throughout america, But the struggle against 
america isn't so obvious. Young people in revolt sometimes express their 
disaffection through the clothes they wear--or don't wear--the length of their 
hair, the music they listen to, their failure to follow middle-class careers, 
their refusal to accept rules just because they exist. In short, many people 
are refusing to accept what is considered as America. They are in revolt and 
a life style is emerging around that revolt. This is as close as we come today 
to a revolutionary identity. But this identity has many weaknesses. 

Perhaps the main weakness is that our emerging identity is expressed main- 
ly through form and style rather than the content of revolt. The physical and 
cultural trappings of revolt without an understanding of why we revolt and who 
our enemy is will not destroy the environment which oppresses us. Forms 
of rebellion can be accomodated by our oppressors, Witness the mini-skirted 
airline hostesses, the Dodge ''Rebellion’' the "come alive Pepsi generation", 
the new top-forty rock stations. America is making money off the forms of 
our identity. We say fuck you, America, But until we can fill out our ideftity 
with a consciousness of who the oppressors are and why we oppose them we 
will help America grow rather than to destroy it. Until then we will not be 
able to identify our brothers and sisters--some of whom are over 30, not 

students, and very "straight" looking. We will not be able to take care of our 
own, 

The anti-leadership, anti-hero strain in the white youth movement is gen- 
erally healthy. It is a response to corrupt leadership and manipulation in the 
past. It does not want a cult of personality. 

Other revolutionary groups are not as bashful. Oppressed nations are more 
willing to project 'heroes''-- Malcolm, Stokely, Rap, Mao, Che, Fidel, Huey, 
Eldridge. Though they too work to avoid a cult of the personality they rec- 
ognize the need to project an image. The Cubans see Che as a person to 
EMULATE, as a positive model.

In the long run the answer lies in the development of a political and social 
identity.

This may not occur until the movement 
as a whole is threatened more than it already is.

McCarthy-- with all his glaring’ 
faults—-was the best the two major 
parties had to offer, and he lost 
miserably in Czechago. Now, as in 
1964 (how much we have learned 
since then!), we have a "choice" 
between a Demublican and a Rep- 
ublicrat. 

Humphrey or Nixon, Or Wallace. 

Oh, it's easy enough to laugh, 
and perhaps that's the best thing. 
But with either a police state or 
civil war (we already have a thin 
mixture of both) slouching toward 
us, any laughing at this juncture 
would be reminiscent of the Titti- 
cut Follies' soundtrack. 

Is it just a simple matter of the 
United States body politic moving 
just a shade farther right? A few 
less poverty programs and a few 
more police? A de-escalation in 
Vietnam and an escalation in Thai- 
_ land? If we could anticipate a period 
of gradual change, subtle shifts, the 
political breezes moving just a few 
degrees one way or another, the 
present campaign would be a good 
joke, 

But there's a hurricane brewing. 
No joke. 

One likes to put a finger on dates, 
events, and say look, this started 
here, or, this happened and then 
this happened, But if history is 
only a series of accidents, why 
don't history students just analyze 
the cops' reports on auto wrecks? 

History is the record of actions 
which people have undertaked 

History is the record of actions 
which people have undertaken with 
an inkling, but no real understanding 
of what their action may lead to. 

February, 1960. Four black 
college students ask for a hamburger 
at a dime store in Greensboro, N.C. 
(Only then, at best, they were re- 
ferred to as Negroes. ) 

February, 1965. The United States 
decides to bomb North Vietnam in 
earnest and begins pouring troops 
into South Vietnam. (The U.S, has 
neither the capability nor the guts 
to invade the North. ) 

So consider these two Februaries. 
The United States at its best. The 
United States at its worst. Only five 
years apart. : 

Is there a connection? Of course. 
Everything is connected, just like 
anything is possible. 


I submit that these two events are 
connected, but only because those 
who favor property rights and those 
who favor human rights are on a 
collision course. 

And the question is now--can the 


two major American political 


parties cope with this impending 
collisions? 

Many of the people who go to the 
polls November 5th will be saying 
no. They will vote for Wallace. 
Many others will also be saying 
no too, but they don't plan to vote. 

The Republicans say they can 
cope with the mess.. Nixon has put 
his faith in suburbia as represented 
by Spiro, And the Democrats have 
conjured up Hump. That's history, 
of sorts. 


And Georgie C. has produced the 
American Independents. Don't laugh. 
Wallace has caught the left, New 
and Old, with its political pants 
down, just crapping right out in 
the open. 

You see, Wallace is a pretty 
clever fellow. Because he's had a 
position from 'way back, he knows 
we're on a collision course, right 
against left, property rights versus 
human rights. He doesn't present 
it quite that way. He just gives the 
same speech over and over again. 
He's quite clear. People are get- 
ting his message. 

A fourth party? 

Why call it "fourth" when there're 
really only two--the Demublicans 
or the Republicrats (call it what 
you want ) and the American Inde- 


What Wallace understands, and 
what the middle will never realize 
until it's too late, and which the 
left ought to realize right now, is 
that there will be a collision be- 
tween ideologies. Which side are 
you on? With the lines really 
drawn this time. 

Do you side with property rights 
or do you side with human rights?

BOYCOTT GRAPES 


(2) THRALL-LIKE WORKING CONDITIONS, 
The grape picker works ten hours a day in the 
hot California sun. During this time he is ex- 
posed to stinging insects and the pesticides with 
which the growers spray the grapes. Mrs. 
Luming Imutan, the wife of Andy Imutan, told 
a Sun reporter about the indignities of field work: 

" We work ten hours a day with no portable 
restrooms. We're working with men, Is there 
any decency there? 

" We all have to drink from the same cup. 

I refuse, I could smell the perspiration on it.'' 
(3) INADEQUATE HOUSING, The migrant 
must depend for housing on shack-like structures 

which the grower provides, Often a family of 
four to six persons will have to sleep in a single 
small room, And even then a rental of two to 
four dollars a week is charged. 

(4) EXCLUSIONS AND RESTRICTIONS, 
Because migrants frequently cross state lines 
they cannot meet residency requirements, and 
with this failure comes numerous penalties. 
They are excluded from the Social Security Act. 
They are ineligible for welfare and medical 
programs, Their children are not protected by 
child labor laws and are kept from schooL The 
migrants even lose their right to vote. 

The picture is not entirely a bleak one, how- 
ever. The strike has called national attention to 
the agricultural employee's plight and a number 
of major political figures have endorsed the 


mowing a lawn pretty much like 
sweeping a sidewalk, when you really 
think about it? Or, why are home- 
grown tomatoes, picked red and 
fresh and sweet and dripping with 
juice better than the ones you buy 
in the A&P, because you don't have 
room for a garden? ( Don't accuse 
me of of plugging A&P, the store 
that could n't care less about you 
as long as you pay for your gro- 
ceries, ) 
Bigger questions. 
So let's call it the "Third Party," 
for the time being, until we get 
ourselves together. You'll be able 


to call it the Seognd Party soon .. or ~ 


enough, because the middle is 
collapsing. The political middle, 
that is. As soom as it's expedient, 
the people who back the middle now 
will move to the right. In the ab- 
sence of a viable middle, Wallace 
will be their boy. 

Anyway, there is a move now to 
construct an effective party, one 
which isn't afraid of taking a firm 
position when it comes to human 
rights. We've pretty much written 
off this year's presidential elec- 
tion, but we're getting together to 
plan what we want to do in the next 
few years to bring this thing to a 
head. 

It's simple, really, if you only 
want to sit on the sidelines and 
wait and watch to see what happens. 
Just a lot of young people sitting 
around working out "position papers" 
and discussing them and criticizing 
them. 

Ideas like cutting of all economic 
aid to repressive foreign govern- 
ments and, instead, giving funds to 
revolutionary movements. ( That's 
what France did for us when we 
were still revolutionary. ) 

Or, there shall be no laws which 
restrict what a person does to 
himself, or herself -- personal 
freedoms, like the right to take 
drugs or the right to abortion. And 
what is the value of such freedom, 
and can a person cope with this? 

Anyone who doesn't dig what 
happened in Chicago or Miami --- 
and there was a Chicago in Miami, 
only it was blacks marching instead 
of whites -- or who doesn't start 
tapping his feet when George starts 
beating his drum ought to check out 
what's happening up at Levering 
Hall at John Hopkins. ( Don't know 
how long we'll be allowed to meet 
at Levering. The powers--that-- 
be are closer to Wallace than us.) 

Call the Hopkins YMCA, ask for 
"Response" office, tell whoever 
answers there that you want to 
start working. And you'll find out 
when the next meeting is.

strike and the grape boycott, Robert Kennedy was 
an active as well as a vocal supporter of the mi- 

grants, Eugene McCarthy has given his endorse- 
ment, and so has Hubert Humphrey. The boycott 

also has strong support from numerous religious 

organizations, 

The strikers have not been frustrated at every 
turn either, TheUFWOC has won contracts with 
ten leading California wine companies, includ- 
ing Schenley, Gallo, Christian Brothers, and 
Paul Masson. Presently the boycott of table 
grapes is gaining wide support. The mayors of 
New York, Cleveland, Detroit, Pittsburg, Boston 
and Baltimore have endorsed the boycott, and in 


- New York and Philadelphia it has been almost 


totally successful. The growers cannot hold out 
against this sort of pressure forever. 


( 


‘Headquarters for the UFWOC in Baltimore 
is at 305 W. Monument St, in the AFL-CIO 
building, There Andy Imutan has his office in 
a meeting room on the second floor, and there 
pickets meet on Fridays and Saturdays before 
going to Lexington Market to distribute leaflets 
and picket the grape sellers. 

So far the grape boycott here has been partly 
successful, and during the past week its momen- 
tum seems to have accelerated, 

Imutan has been successful in getting an en- 
dorsement from the mayor's office and an agree- 
ment from the city to discontinue buying Calif- 
ornia grapes for municipal institutions, Other 
endorsements have come from the Interdenomin- 
ational Ministerial Alliance, leaders of the 
Catholic Church, and the local chapter of the 
NAACP, Apparently a number of the major civic 
and religious organizations see the cause of the 
agricultural worker as a just one, 

In cooperation with local AFL-CIO people, 
the UFWOC has sought to dramatize the grape 
boycott and educate the public as to its causes 
by picketing merchants and distributing leaflets, 
So far such demonstrations have focused on the 
central part of the city, but Imutan plans to ex- 
tend the picketing to the neighborhoods, 

On Thursday evening of last week a motorcade 
sponsered by supporters of the boycott travelled, 
to the tune of police sirens and a Dixieland band, 
from the 5th Regiment Armory down Howard St, ! 
to Pier Four, where the Constellation is docked, 
At this gathering point several speeches were 
made, and the event was climaxed as Imutan 
tossed a bottle containing several grapes and a 
letter addressed to Ronald Reagan( who has 
fought the strikers ) into the harbor, The letter 
invited Reaganto take a vacation to Australia, A 
permanent one, 

Endorsements and dramatizations are helpful, 
of course, but for the boycott to be truly effective 
it is necessary to get directly to the merchants 
who sell and the housewives who buy grapes, This 
aspect of launching a full-scale boycott has not 
been neglected, 

Pressure has been put on store managers in two 
ways. First, sympathetic persons in the commun- 
ities have approached the managers and asked them 
not to sell, or at least not to advertise, grapes. 
Second, the AFL-CIO is able to exert pressure di- 
rectly as food market employees ( meat cutters, 
retail clerks, etc. ) are unionized under the AFL- 
CIO, and the threat of a general strike therefore 
exists, 

"According to our research, '' Imutan says, 

"the grape boycott has been 48% effective in Bal- 
timore. " He is optimistic that its effectiveness 
will increase and also that by the end of next 
summer the combined forces of strike and boycott 
will have forced the growers to give theUFWOC 

a contract, 


Despite Mr. Imutan's optimism, one point is 
crystal clear. The problem of the grape pickers 
and of all agricultural’ employees is grounded in 
a fundamental legislative inequity. Until this in- 
equity is removed through progressive legislation 
the wealthy growers are going to find ways to hide 
behind the law. It'll be the LAW AND ORDER 
thing all over. It's the same stumbling block that 
the power structure has thrown in the way of all 
grassroots progressive movements to protect their 
own ‘interests, And recent history has shown over 
and over again that the power structure is not wil- 
ling to take the radical step of meeting the prob- 
lems of the poor and disenfranchized squarely and 
honestly. So far the UFWOC has been dedicated 
to non-violence, But the history lesson indicates 
that if this organization wants change it may have 
to initiate radical action of its own. The same 
sort of radical action that others have found to 
be effective.

My girlfriend has a picture taken 
when she was young. She stands to 
one side dressed in a Catholic girls 
school uniform, and she is looking up 
at a skinny guy dressed in a blazer. 

A "WCAO" crest is rampant ona 

field of blue. Kerby Scott signed his 
name‘at the bottom, It was put away 
and it yellowed, like most pictures. 

Meanwhile, on Monday night at 
10 p.m, , at WCAO studios nestled 
comfortably in the gently rolling 
hills of appropriated Maryland coun- 
tryside hard by Pikesville, Kerby. 
Scott at the microphone of Radio Free 
Baltimore is about to take off. Balti- 
more's first Underground show is 
about to make mole-hills. "I hate to 
use it, I cringe at the name under- 
ground, but you've got to let these 

‘ people know that this music is some- 
thing different, '' Kerby says, wary 
of New Culture aversion to defini- 
tions, The airwaves are filled with 
weird sounds for all you out there in 
radioland: invalids, old ladies, stay- 

- at-homes, wallflowers with pimples, 
baby-sitters, and Pikesville High 
girls with remarkable bodies, Sud- 
denly Janis, Fudge, and Roscoe read- 
ing Kahil Gibran bring anarchy, dope 
and despair to the birthplace of law 
n' order. Two hours worth. 

Either an awful lot of people have 
been into grass or the freak sounds 
have become fashionable, much like 
Mars Bars, Romilar, or Eugene 
McCarthy. Kerby entertains no 
notions of fashionability, indeed, he 
sees his program as a mission and 
himself as the crusader who brings 
tydings of ''good" music to the in- 
fide] masses trapped in the northern 
reaches, Kerby Scott sits in a chair 
with a blue and white striped tee 
shirt, sagging gray Levi-cut pants, 
and moccasins, and speaks like a 
high-speed IBM print-out machine. 
"I'm trying to educate these people. 
You've got to do a little at a time. 
First, they've got to get used to 
long cuts, their ears are accustomed 
to that trash they've been getting for 
years, " Kerby is sensitive about 
people who call him plastic. They 
are musical snobs,’ "You're plastic, 
Kerby, they tell me, You used to 
like soul, now you play underground, 
Well, all I've got to say is that there 
is a lot of music, and getting stuck 
in a bag is a drag. If I hear some- 
thing and I like it, then I play it, 
that's alL '' Kerby Scott is sincere, 

a trifle shallow, and very harmless. 

Dwight Macdonald is old and fool- 
ish, but in moments of lucidity he 

iid describe a Hydra-headed monster 
covered with linoleum scales that 
thrives in America, Mass Culture. 
And Kerby Scott is mass culture, or 
culture en masse, personified, Rather 


than the Messiah, he is one of the 
lower ranking apostles, Johnnie 
Dark come lately, who gets the 
Message a bit screwed up. By feel- 
ing that some of the truth is Setter 
than none of the truth, Kerby denies 
everybody the truth, New Rock, or 
Underground music, or whatever, is 
a delicate concoction of sounds, jazz 
improvisation, lousy or poetic lyrics, 
primitivism, and rhythms and poly- 
rhythms, It is a reflection of certain 
times, feelings, and geometrically

progréssive thoughts that know no 
other expression outside of the music, 
In itself and of itself, a sustaining art 
form, What Kerby does is to flatten 
out everything on one easy to recog- 
nize plain of cognition, Kerby throws 
bleach into the process, ''The story 
of a man in his last hour of life, try- 
ing to tell the people beyond what is 
going to happen," is Kerby's explana- 
tion of "Got to Get a Message to You, "' 

In January of 1956, at the beginning 
of a new political year, a sinister 
plot was launched against the Ameri- 
can people, Unknown to anyone exr 
cept a handful of corporation execu- 
tives in the Eisenhower administra- 
tion, a huge portion of Federal 
government funds were allocated for 
a new program, Grants were made to 
a few hospitals for a secret project. 
It is still going on, Since that day in 
1956 approximately 350,000 babies 
were born with synthetic hearts. Yes. 
And more, Plans are being made at 
this very moment for synthetic brains, 
kidneys, livers, yes (shudder) even 
testicles. Kerby Scott is an unwitting 
accomplice to this Cotton Conspiracy, 
as it is called by its critics, Wrapping 
everything in cotton, sterilizing it, 
and bleaching it white White, pure, 
stilted culture mongols are working 
day and night, ''There are two kinds 
of underground music, you know., 
There is commercial underground 
and the real underground, '' Which, 
it follows, does not sell 

Kerby Scott who once hosted a 
harmless Saturday night dance party 
on T. V., who once gave breathless 
tidbits of gossip on the two minute 
Brager-Gutman show. Q. What does 
Mick Jagger think of his newest hit? 
A, Mick hopes it sells a lot, but says 
he doesn't care. Kerby Scott who was 
the first to integrate a T. V. dance 
party, who has received threats on 
his lifé for playing commie music, 
Kerby Scott who is now part of the 
hash with peanut butter group. 

I repeat. Kerby Scott is harmless, 
althaygh some consider that a danger 
in itself. (My girlfriend says he 
seéms an awful lot like a speed freak, ) 
He washes daily, The Underground 
show, I am led to believe, has a large 
following. And I number among its 
occasional listeners. I will continue 
to tune in and listen and pray along 
with Andy Williams that Kerby Scott 
will be liberated, 

Andy Williams and his version of 
"The Battle Hymn of the Republic" 
led off Larry Hall's program on 
WCBM the other night. Larry runs 
the Reflections show on WCBM on 
weekdays from midnight till 4 a.m. 
in his stocking feet. His phone num- 
ber, when it is in working condition, 
is 235-8402 during his show, Andy 
Williams at midnight was the begin- 
ning of a 20-minute minor sound 
production, a theatre of the ear. 

"The only commercial we have, sounds 
like it was done on 'CAO',"' Larry 
mumbles as he thumbs through his 
albums, He does not think much of 
Kerby, "he shouts at you." If Kerby 
shouts, then Larry sounds like Ar- 
thur Godgrey when you hear him, 
Because Larry's voice is notably 
absent for about 30 to 40 minutes 
between public service announcements 
for the Campfire Girls. I've heard 
Kerby: tell me that hippies are not 

all bad, that drugs are not needed 

for appreciating Underground music, 
and that Janis is the queen, Larry 
only rarely reminds his listeners 
gently that the program's name is 
Reflections, And Larry Hall hates 
direct lighting. 

WCBM has done an amazing thing. 
They have given a space of freak 
prime time in those wide-eyed hours 
of early morning to somebody who 
knows music, the spirit of music, 


and who plays good music (most of 
the time). Larry Hall has sideburns 
and wears non-descript clothes and 
throws albums around the room in 
careless abandon, as if he were 
looking through reference books for 
a quotation. Metro Media is known 
for its high quality FM rock shows 
in New York, and given time Balti- 
more will he in the front rank, Funky 
blues at 3 a.m, are a rare treat, 
previously only obtainable on WWIN, 
And so are cuts from Procol Harum's 
latest, or Andy Williams singing 
"The Battle Hymn of the Republic. " 
Another addition to the show is Frank, 
the engineer. Frank is a weird guy, 
the type of person you would like to 
see on Preston Street. He wears 
clip-on sunglasses throughout the 
all-night show, and as far as I could 
see, he fixes coffee for four hours, 
Larry does not lecture, nor shout, 
nor explain, and sometimes he even 
plays a little jazz on the side, He was 
faced with a large barrage of phone- 
calls pointing out to him that he was 
a commie, queer, anarchist, anda 
downright drag. And the program 
manager was hesitant about what 
songs could be played, But now Larry 
has jurisdiction over his show, and 
like Kerby, what he plays is his 
responsibility. He, too, like Kerby, 
believes in gradual revolution of 
tastes, But it is done with a flavor, 


with a flair, the bleach is not 99/100ths 
pure, The program format itself offers 
more 0} portunities for the kind of music 
it plays, and this advantage over Kerby 
is used to the utmost advantage. Larry 
Hall, Reflections, and WCBM get a 
good review.

Remember "'Satisfaction''? Remem- 
ber "Sgt. Pepper''? Remember early 
Hendrix and recent Clapton? Looking 
for a new way to Blow Your Mind, as 
it were? 

Probably the best English group 
that has not received much publicity 
in the States over the last year or 
two is The Nice, Their current hit 
single, "America," is banned in this 
country. . . And it's an INSTRUMEN - 
TAL! . .. (The work is unrecogniz- 
ably based on Leonard Bernstein's 
song of the same title, and Bernstein 
has refused to let their single be re- 
leased in America, perhaps because 
he is afraid that the Nice's American- 
flag-burning act might, by some re- 
mote association via himself. reflect 
badly on a presidential candidate whom 
Bernstein had the misfortune to en- 
dorse publicly.) 

The Nice's act (a) is never quite 
repeated in the same way, (b) seems 
typically to be preceded by the an- 
nouncer's glib comment. that any flag 
destruction is certainly not intended

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as disrespect but rather is meant as 
a constructive comment, and (c) has 
produced a pleasant quote from a 
member of the group to the effect 
that they didn't like touring Switzer- 
land, because the air was somehow 
too crisp for burning flags. 

All of which is obviously irrelevant 
to the SOUND of the Nice, which--if 
you turn it up reasonably loud--is 
quite capable of blowing your mind 
even without the help of nonaddictive 
chemical stimulants. 

The problem in the paragraph that 
I'm typing right now is to tell you 
something about the sound without my 
jumping too far into the Flow of Seri- 
ous Rock Criticism. Well. It's alive, 
fast, not-heavy, not-blues, rhythmic, 
and exciting. The mood does vary, so 
that an occasional track might be soft, 
and another might be regarded as 
sounding mysterious, The music is 
compiled from voices, guitar, per- 
cussion, and organ (courtesy of young 
Keith Emerson, who does something 
of a dance while he plays the organ). 
Quality is as high live as it is on re- 
cords (i.e., the work is not a figment 
of sound mixing and editing). 

Most of the things done by The Nice 
have words (which fit together, syn- 
tactically and in mood, if not always 
sensibly), but the outstanding things 
are the instrumentals--such as Ron- 
do (on the first album) and America, 
When these latter two recorded 
pieces were interspersed among 
other records including Cream, etc. 
(between live groups, one night last 
summer at Middle Earth, London), 
guess which two pieces were the one s 
to draw most of the crowd onto the 
floor in frenetic dancing? 

The first of the two albums by the 
Nice has been available in the States, 
possibly in Baltimore, for some 
time (The Nice, The Thoughts of 
Emerlist Davjak, Immediate Records 
Z1252004, 51 W. 52nd St., New York, 
N.Y.). "Emerlist Davjak, '" by the 
way, is compiled from parts of the 
last names of the various group mem- 
bers. Lf you want "America" badly 
enough, you can probably get it 

legally by sending $1 plus postage 
(about $1 for air mail) to either

Whenever possible this summer, I 
went to the movies, At some points 
my movie obsession bordered on the 
fnatical; a little speed and a fifty mile 
midnight trip to see a bonus feature 
at some third rate drive-in or see- 
ing three movies at three different 
theatres in one day (which involves 
a complicated time table of show 
times, popcorn lunches, and a bad 
case of butt-burn). 1 saw a few great 
films, many dreadful ones, and some 
pleasing half-successes, No matter 
how bad any film was, I never re- 
gretted seeing it and felt my time 
had been used to the utmost advan- 
tage. No movie is so bad that it is 
not worth seeing. 

I tried to see every type of film 
made; sexploitation, Hollywood, 
foreign, underground, classics, and 
pornographic, Hollywood, naturally, 
was the most disappointing. I saw 
the best and the worst this country's 
film capital had to offer, and it was 
all pretty bad. The foreign films, as 
usual, maintained a far superior 
quality than that of our own domestic 
studios, despite the huge budgets 
poured down our artistic gutter and 
into the TV-minded American publics 
brain, Even the American underground 
is in bad shape, With the exception of 
Warhol, the only avant-gardist still 
producing regularly, the experimental 
film scene is in a shaky position, The 
Film Maker's Cinemateque is closed, 
and the last of the 16mm, film dis- 
tribution companies has been sold to 
a publisher(Brandon). This is a re- 
sult, I think, of so many tedious ani- 
mated paint sloppings that are being 
passed off as underground cinema; 
boring the eagerly-receptive audiences 
and vowing them to stay aboveground 
in the future. These films simply do 
not hold; they are not movies, 

The foreign film in the last decade 
has always been superior to Holly- 
wood, and it looks as if no change is 


in sight. Many of the films coming 
from abroad are really superb; direc- 
tor's films, films made with a trace 
of caring; personal films that offer 
the viewer a challenge rather than 
stock Americana-oriented characters 
and situations, Experimentation is 
welcomed, and the filmmakers are 
constantly striving for new and ar- 
tistically improved breakthroughs 

in both the technical and social- 
content aspects of their highly com- 
plicated field, These directors (most 
notably, Bunuel, Bergman, Antonioni, 
Zetterling, Gorling, Losey, Sjoman, 
Passolini and Fellini) are responsi- 
ble for the new sexual freedom in 


films, the deterioration of the stand- 


ing film establishment, andthe arousal 
of intellectual curiosity toward the 


Aquarian Age 
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underground-shoestring budgeted 
films that have, only recently, been 
thought of as having any merit worth 
noticing, True, there are foreign 
films to rival our worst domestic 
efforts (the oh-so mod-cute ''Georgy 
Girl, " "Petulia, '' "The Knack, "' and 
"Poor Cow'' -- the pukish-sentimental 
"A Man and A Woman," "Interlude," 
"Live for Life,'"' ''The Whisperers, " 
and "Closely Watched Trains"); but 
when films of such top quality as 
"Night Games," "Hour of the Wolf," 
"'Personna,'"' "Exterminating Angel, "' 
"Accatone,'"' and 'The Fifth Horse- 
man is Fear" are released regularly 
in the U.S. from abroad, the ratio 
of good films is staggeringly one 
sided, 

"The Queen," which has been wide- 
ly and favorably reviewed, is, as the 


ads claim, "a stone gas. '' Shot in 
16mm and blown up to 35mm, thedoc- 


umentary captures perfectly the shab- 
by splendor of the Miss Drag America 
Contest. Miss Crystal from Manhat- 
tan, the loser who walks off the stage 
seconds before the winner is announced, 
especially captures the bitchy, tinsely, 
glamorous (drag-queens or not--they 
are the TOP drag-queens), worldof 
the transvestite. A few underground 
celebrities stud the high camp oc- 
casion, most notably Mario Montez 
(star of so many underground hits) 
and a split second shot of Warhol in 
the audience lets you now that this 
really was a big social occasion, 

"The Queen, '' which has brought the 
drag queen into a never-before-seen 
social occasion, is really one of the 


most entertaining films playing these 


days; and the distributor (Grove Press) 
deserves a bundle of money for bring- 
ing this whole affair to the screen, 
Andy Warhol's newest film, ''The 
Loves of Ondine," seems as if it was 
hurriedly put together (some parts 
are from an earlier film--''****") to 
keep his name in the public's mind 
while Warhol recovered from his 
assassination attempt. Because of 
the Bobby Kennedy murder, he lost 
a lot of front page publicity tnat would 
have added further to his notorious 


wav of life (it reminded me of the 
Lana Turner--Cheryl Crane--Johnny ~ 


Stompanato murder years ago--just 
so perfect), Andy Warhol may "al- 
ways be kidding" but he is also al- 
ways important. History will credit 
him as the originator of pop art and 
underground films; an influence of 
immense importance in the '60's, 
"Loves of Ondine," like his last few 
pictures, is really just shots, athome, 
of the Warhol stars talking, fighting, 
and furthering their own particular 
images before the never-ending cam- 
eras at the Warhol studio, Warhol

Technical- 
ly, it's about the same as all his 
films--(I can hear them, I don't 
understand why so many critics are 
always complaining about his sound- 
track), but it just isn't as much fun 
as a lot of his others, It seems slow- 
er, and made with less enthusiasm, 
but nevertheless it is another valu- 
able chapter in the Andy Warhol 
Story. 


Finding a good sex-ploitation film 
is like wading through a field of
